The plan,. as adopted, 
was. proposed by .Tnomas -A. Edison, 
Chairman of the board, It calls for the 
eBtablishmeént ot a laboratory at a cost 
of :$5,000,000° for grounds,. buildings and 
equipment; to be operated at an annual

The board recommends that the labora- 
tory be located on tidewater of suffi- 
cient depth to permit a dreadnought to 
come to the dock, and that it be near 
but not in a ‘large city. As thus de- 
‘seribed, the laboratory would be near 
some: large port on the Atlantic coast. 
It could not be located at Washington 
because the depth of water in the 
Potomac ‘River is not large enough to 
permit dreadnoughts: to come to rhe 
city.

“Tt was suggested to Serbia that con- 
cessions. by her would be necessary if 
the are f of reconciliation .was to be 
successful. On Aug. 29, 1914, the Triple 
Entente urged upon=the Serbian Gov- 
ernment that it should surrender terri- 
tory to Bulgaria, and accept compensa- 
tion at the expense of Austro-Hungary. 
This was agreed to in principle three 
days later. 

“In the middle of October, concrete 
roposals were made to Bulgaria for 
Cor assistance against Turkey. She 
replied that she preferred to maintain 
strict neutrality. 

“Toward the beginning of December 
Bulgaria was warned by the Triple En- 
tente powers that they would guaran- 
tee Serbia and Greece against any at- 
tack on her part. Simultaneously she 
was informed that for. real ‘neutrality 
she would receive at the end of the 
war territorial ameliorations in Mace- 
donia = Turace, down to the Enos- 

ne. 

“In January last the Entente dis- 
cussed the Russian proposal. for guar- 
anteeing -Bulgaria a so-called uncon- 
tested: zone in Macedonia as the price 
of her adherence and the compensation 
of Serbia with Austrian territory and 
broad access to the Adriatic. This was, 
however, eventually dropped in conse- 
quence of the coolness of its reception 
in Nish and Bulgaria’s. persistence on 
her expectant attitude. 

“ After the intervention of Italy the 
four allies on May 29 made to Bulgaria 
on condition of her active support with 
all her. forces, the following proposals: 

First—Immediate annexation to Bul- 
garia of Thrace to the Enos Midia line. 

Second—A guarantee to Bulgaria at 


the close of the war of the part of 
Macedonia, bounded ay the line of 
Egri Palanka-Sopot and Okhrida and 


including the towns of Egri Palanka, 
Kepriylia, Okhrida and Monastir. 

Third—Pecuniary assistance. 

‘On. June 15 Bulgaria asked for ex- 
planations of somé of the points of the 
note and these were given on Aug. 4. 
At the same time the Allies guaranteed 
her the uncontested zone, according to 
the 1912 treaty, and undertook that 
only in event of Serbia’s agreement to 
the concession, should the latter receive 
territorial enlarge t after the war. 

‘*On Sept. 1, the Government, at first 
intimated its acquiescence in the pro- 
posed fulfillment of the terms of the 
1912 agreement, and on the 14th the 
Quadruple Entente made the following 
declaration to Radoslavoff: . 

“The four States are prepared to 
guarantee to Bulgaria the concession 
bd Serbia immediately after the con- 
clusion of the war of the portions of 
Macedonia, down to the 1912 line. This 
guarantee is conditional on the promise 
of Bulgaria that she be prepared in the 
near future to conclude with the allied 
States a military convention with re- 
spect to her action against Turkey. If 
a declaration in this sense is not re- 
ceived soon, the proposals made in the 
present note will be regarded as not 
havi been made. 

“ Bulgaria’s. only reply to this note 
was order for general mobilization.”

Fabled Hordes of History. Insignifi- 
cant in Comparison and Our 
Great War Dwindles.

WEST POINT, Oct. 7.—Since the great 
war in Europe started more than 2,000,- 
000 men ,have been killed; the wounded 
number nearly 4,000,000, while the total 
number of prisoners and of the missing 
is more than 2,000,000. These are con- 
servative minimum. figures’ compiled 
from the best available data, and were 
made public in Cullum Hall here: to=' 
night by Brig. Gen. Francis’ Vinton 
Greene, U. S. A., retired, in an ad- 
dress on the war, delivered before. the 
members of the New York State His- 
torical Association. 

General Greene is an honor: graduate 
of West Point of the class of 1870, and 
the author of many standard works on 
military history. He gave his hearers 
the benefit of what he called an “ in- 
telligent guess’’ as to the casualties of 
the war and submitted a table showing 
the increase of the national indebted- 
ness of the Buropean belligerents. The 
increase over 1914 approximately. is 
$20,000,000,000. How much of this is war 


aX 


debt, of course, is problematical. The}: 


cornbined wealth of the Allies is esti- 
mated at $204,000,000,000, while that of 
the Teutonic Allies, with Turkey in- 
cluded, is estimated at $108,000,000,000. 
General Greene also discussed the 
changes in the art of warfare that have 
made the great struggle not only the 
most frightful but also the most in- 
teresting, from a military point of view, 
of any war in history. Incidentally the 
speaker indicated what in his own opin- 
ion is required to make adequate the 
national defense of the United States. 
In the present decade he said there 
had occurred more important changes 
in the art of warfare than in the pre- 
vious fifty vears, and in those fifty 
years more than in the five preceding 
centuries; in other words, since the 
tirst use of gunpowder in warfare. 
Whet these changes in the art of war- 
fare mean is learned by a study of the 
tables of casualties, financial expendi- 
tures, &c., compiled by General Greene. 
One of these gives the population, based 
cn official figures, of the :various coun- 
tries concerned in the war. These fig- 
ures are taken from official reports. 
Summarized, they show that on the 
side of the Allies there are in Europe 
266,500,000 people as compared with 
122,200,000 population of the Teutonic 
nations and their uily, Turkey. The, 
colonies of the Allies have a population 
of 472,500,000 people as compared with 
$2,800,000 ‘in the colonies that now or 
did belong to Germany, Austria, and 
Turkey. he total population upon 
which the Allies can draw is 739,000, 
as compared with 155,000,000 who owe 
ance to Emperor William, Franz

In conclusion General Greene said: 

‘s What. lessons are we in. the United 
States to draw from this war? In what 
manner and to what extent do these re- 
cent changes in the art of war affect us? 
The answer is that if we are to avoid 
the risk of a fin&ncial panic of such 
magnitude as has never been imagined, 
of the payment of enormous indemnities, 
and the possible loss of our freedom, 
then we must have: 

‘* Birst—A navy somewhat larger than 
that of any other nation except one, and 
such a swarm of submarines as will en- 
able us to make some sort of defense 
against the greatest navy. 

““Second—A sufficient number of 
trained: soldiers to prevent landing on 
our coasts in case the enemy should de- 
feat or elude our navy; or, in case we do 
not succeed in preventing a landing, that 
we delay the advance ‘until we can ‘de- 
velop our immense latent resources’ in 
men and materiais.

Responses by Lord Reading and Oc- 
‘tave Homberg—Eulogy on Late 
S. S, Pratt by J. H. Schiff. 


The large assembly hall of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. was filled’ to the doors 
yesterday noon ‘when the six members 
of: the Anglo-French financial mission 
Were received as special guests at the 
regular monthly meeting. * The attend- 
ance was so great that J: P. Morgan, 
who was among the later arrivals, could 
not find an unoccupied. chair, and sat 
on. the bottom step of the raised. plat- 
form at the back of the room throughout 
the proceedings. 

Lord Reading, Lord Chief. Justice of 
England and Chairman of the mission, 
sat at the right hand of President Seth 
Low, and Octave Homberg, one of the 
French representatives, at his left. Both 
responded to the wélcome extended by 


Mr. Low, Mr..Homberg replying in 
French. President Low said: 

‘‘ By authority of the Executive Com- 
mittee, the English and French Finance 
Commissioners have been invited to at- 
tend this meeting of the C ber, and 
it gives me great pleasure to welcome 
them in your name. It has not 
forgotten that this Chamber is made up 
of men whose natural sympathies differ, 
so that every one of the: countries so 
unhappily engaged in war in Europe has 
its sympathizers in .our: membership. 
This invitation, therefore, is not to be 
construed as a departure from the neu- 
trality which is becoming on the part of 
a body so composed. 

‘“‘It is rather to be looked upon as a 
recognition due from the Chamber of 
Commerte of the very eminent character 
in the domain of finance of the distin- 
guished gentlemen who are, our, guests, 
and also.of the very great.service which, 
in serving their own countries, they 
have rendered to ours. he A one who 
has had experience in international trade 
understands how fatal to such trade is 
a market for exchange which is subject 
to sudden and violent changes. The 
most normal business under such condi- 
tions becomes a species of gambling. In 
the abnormal conditions affecting inter- 
national trade with Europe’ in these 
days we in the United States are for- 
tunate indeed that this problem was 
committed to the hands of men so en- 
tirely competent as our guests.’”’ 


Lord Reading in Light Vein. 


Lord Reading replied with a happily 
phrased acknowledgment of the honor 
paid the mission, in; which he carefully 
avoided any reference to the war or the 
work of the Commissioners. He said in 


art: : 
pe Mr. Chairman, Ihave had conflicting 
emotions as I have sat here during your 
deliberations. May I say that I very 
nearly committed a ‘natural but an un- 
ardonable error. So accustomed am I 
n my own country to presiding at a 
desk like that, with a chair of those di- 
mensions, that I very nearly found my- 
self occupying it, did I not readily rec- 
ognize, Sir, that you in every respect 
more worthily: and fully fill it than I. 

‘“‘Mr. Chairman, you have given mea 
strange pleasure and an unaccustomed 
luxury, perhaps one which has never 
fallen to the lot of any of you. We have 
had the advantage of sitting and listen- 
ing to discussions on new taxation 
which .were most interesting. We have 
had our difficulties in taxation. I have 
been —— to play some small part 
in the past my own country, but may 
I say, that never have I been present at 
any thering ‘where it was made’ 's0 
manifest that there. was to.be a raid 
‘upon your pockets, when the result ap- 
parently ‘was received with such equa- 
nimity; and, except. for one protest 
which descended probably. more from 
the method than the substance of the 
matter, you’ all seemed to be agreed that 
taxation was to come.

CRITICISES MR MORGENTHAU 


London Times Correspondent Says 
He Wasted Energy on Zionists. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Friday, Oct. 8.—The Times 
published a long account, from a corre- 
spondent, of the Armenian massacres 
in which he says: , 

*“* Attempts of the American Ambas- 
sador to procure some alleviation of the 
lot of the Armenians have thus far 
proved. unsuccessful... Mr. Morgenthau, 
in the opinion of good observers, has 
wasted too much diplomatic ‘energy on 
behalf of the Zionists of Palestine, who 


were in no danger of massacre, to have 
any force to spare. 

Talaat and Bedri simply own that per- 
secuting Armenians amuses them. and 
turn a deaf ear to American pleadings. 

“German und Austro-Hungarian resi- 
dents in Turkey at first approved of the 
punishment of Armenian ‘traitors,’ but 
the methods of the Turkish extremists 
have sickened even Prussian stomachs. 
True the Jewish: Baron: von Sppesnein, 
now ,in Syria, has been preaching mas- 
sacre, and Germarm Consular officials at 
Aleppo and Alexandretta have followed 
Suit perhaps with the idea ef planting 
German. colonists; in ‘the: void left: by 
the disappearance of the ‘Armenians 
when the ‘var is over. 

“But the German Government has 
grown nervous. On Aug. 31 the Ger- 
man and. Austro-Hungarian. .Ambas- 
sadors protested to the Grand Vizier 
against the massacre of Armenians and 
demanded a written communication to 
the effect that neither of.their Govern- 
ments had any connection with these 
crimes. Turkey has r.ot so far given 
her Allies a certificate of unblemished 
character and the bestowal of the order 
Pour le Merite on Enver Pasha by the 
Kaiser is not likely to give the im- 
pression that Germany is in earnest.’’ 

The. correspondent also says: 

“The sale by Bedriss police of Ar- 
menian chiidren of both sexes to the 
keepers of disorderly houses and Turks 
of bad moral ‘character 'has provoked 
protests in Constantinople. 

“The object of the conversion of chil- 
dren reported from some districts and 
the very .general sale of women and 
girls appear to be political. Foreigners 
believe Talaat has countenanced these 
crimes with the object of breaking up 
the strong social structure of the Ar- 
menian community in Turkey.”’

Street yesterday morning, 
scarcely twenty-four hours after’ the ap- 
peal had been published. . Several ,jhun- 
dred were received during the day. 
Without a single exception, he said, the. 
lettefs gave approval to the plan and 
most of them- expressed: disgust ‘for: the 
element’ that admitted by publicly ex- 
pressed opinions that it had not dropped 
the hyphen. Many telephone calls were 
also. recéived during the day from New 
York and nearby -points.in. New Jersey. 


Letters Come From Teutons. 


From the fact that. many of the letters 
and telephone calls were from persons 
of German or Austrian origin, Mr. Lust- 
garten was convinced that the opinion he 
had previously expressed to the effect 
that those who had’ made themselves 
heard the most in recent ‘months were 
the least representative of the great mass 
of their. fellows in this country, was a 
correct one.’

Luellen is that he not only: called the 
matter to the attention of the President, 
but. that he suggested & much more 
comprehensive scheme than that which 
was adopted, and one, he feels, which 
would. be a greater benefit to the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Luellen thinks that the duties of 
the present board, as he interprets them 
by reading Mr. Daniels’s speech, are 
scarcely creative in the sense he be- 
lieves they should be.. His plan would 
be to obtain the co-operation of all 
inventors who might have a valuable 
suggestion.. He would have the Gov- 


ernment arrange that these inventors | 


should have the opportunity. of develop- 
ing their ideas in the great manufact- 
uring plants of the ‘country. In this 
way, he said, some. great invention 
which would otherwise be lost might 
a brought to the attention, of the coun- 
ry. 
Luelien Plan as Submitted. 


In his letter to the President, under 
date, of Aug. 5, 1014, Mr. Luellen wrote, 
in part: 

At this time, when Governments are ac- 

tive, and the most powerful fighting ma- 

chines that man has thus fa~ been able to 
devise are being used in offense and de- 
fense, it occurs to me that the United 

States Government should not only have its 

army and navy engineers, inventors, and - 
officers on the alert, making observations, 
assing judgments, and making plans in 

Cr interest, but.ghe should also have the 

best creative minds in the country secretly 

concentrated on the problem. which now 
confronts humanity. 

Who can say that there wil! not be new 
developments in means of protection and 
warfare in the near future? Means of de- 
stroying great armaments are easily with- 
in the realm of possibility without the hu- : 
man sacrifice necessary for their destruc- 
tion today. 

While the air seems to be filled with all 
kinds of thoughts and. suggestions, I 
lieve the creative minds are best able to de- 
vise. means of preventing wars, or plan and 
produce apparatus for defense that will adi 
protection to the people of the United States 
and to the peace of the whole world. 

I believe you wil] see the wisdom of hay- 
ing the creative mind busy while armu- 
ments, devices, plans, mechanisms, explo- 
sives, and. ideag are being used and de- 
stroyed, all of which were planned and de- 
veloped. by creative minds. 

It seems to me there should be at least 
100 inventors picked from among those whe 
have attained commercial success and di-+ 
rected by the United States Government to 
lay aside their present work and concen- 
trate’their minds in the interest of the Gov- 
ernment. They should observe and study,. 
first, the cause of war; second, devise 
means of preventing war, and, third, pro- 
duce means of defense and protection, mak- 
ing s full. detailed and secret report of their 
abors. ‘ 3

vale Steel & Ordnance Company and the 
Bethlehem. Steel Corporation probably 
would become the centres of two great 
organizations of companies outside of 
the Steel Corporation. In a.formal re- 
view of the position of the Department 
of - Justice, vr. Gregory said: 

‘“‘It cannot be questioned that if it 
was lawful to unite.through the United 
States. Steel Corporation one-half of 
the competitive units in the steel trade 
the» other half .would also have the 
right to.combine, and, of course, what 
could be done in-the steel trade could 
be done im every other branch of trade, 
horene virtually putting an end to:compe- 

on. 3 

“But the. decision of the Circuit 
Judges of the Third Circuit in the-Steel 
case is not yet the established law. It 
is because of. just’ such .consequences 
that the Government is appealing from 
that decision.
